NOTED PROFESSOR DEAD. 


Amsterdam, Nor. 9. — Dr. Adolph 


Wagner, former professor of juris- 
prudence and political economy at 
the University of Berlin is dead at 
his home in Berlin. 


Dr. Adolph Wagner was 82 years 


old and resigned his chair in the Uni- 
versity of Berlin in Jan., 1916, and 
completed sixty years as a doctor of 
philosophy on July 22, 1917.

Is oue hour and twelve minutes at the 
equinoxes in March and September; the 
longest is one hour and nineteen min- 
utes at the solstices hi June and De- 
cember.

Washington, Nov. 9.—Persons who 


plan to relieve the coal shortage this 
winter by burning wood can figure, 
roughly speaking*, that two pounds of 
seasoned wood have a fuel value 
equal to one pound of coal, according 
to experts of the forest service. 
While different kinds of wood have 
different fuel values, the foresters 
say that in general the greater the 
dry weight of a non-risinous wood, 
the more heat it will give out when 
burned. 
| 


For such species as hickory, oak, 


beech .birch, hard maple, ash, locust.; 
longleaf pine or cherry, which have 
comparatively high fuel values, one 
cord, weighing about 4000 pounds,, 
is required to equal one ton of coal. 


It lakes a cord and a half of short- 


leaf pino. hemlock, red gnm. donglas 
fir, sycamore, or soft maple, which 
weighs about 3000 pounds a cord, to 
equal a ton of coal, while for cedar.

Prof. L. E. Edgar, formerly of 


the staff of the Cambridge, O., high 
school, and president of the Ohio 
Adult Bible Class Federation, has 
been placed in charge of this work 
here. He represents the Ohio State 
Sunday School Association. He will 
be assisted by Y. M. C. A. workers. 


The preliminary campaign which 


led up to the formation of this ex- 
tensive program of Bible work was 
carried on by the Y. M. C. A. 
For 


the past ten Sundays volunteers from 
Ohio cities have been brought here 
for personal interview work among 
the soldiers. 


In all, 350 such men visited camp 


during that period and had' talks 
with the men. "feeling them out" 
and paving the way for the forma- 
tion of Bible classes. 
They found 


the results of their work most en- 
couraging.

Columbus, Nov. 9.—If 
favorable 
weather conditions prevail, Ohio will 
have an unusually large wheat crop 
next year. The estimated area seed- 
ed for the 1918 harvest, according 
to the October report of the state 
agricultural department is 1,970,758 
acres, an increase of 182,732 acres 
over 1917. 


Early sown wheat is reported by 
the department to be in 
splendid 


condition and late sown wheat is 
just coming through 
the ground. 


The corn prospect, according to the 
report, ghows a decline of five points. 
An average of 32 bushels an acre is 
expected. Sugar beet 
acreage is 


placed at about equal to that of 
1916. The average production of po- 
tatoes per acre is put at 109 bushels.
